Members of the Wilmington 
School Commitice were surprised 
to learn last weck there was more 
than one option open to them in 
finding funds to make up an FY'88 
budget deficit. 

Committeemen had been under 
the impression the only option was 
to take moncy—from the’ “thyht" 
FY'89 budget. As they prepared 
for a vote to do that, Walter Ka- 
minski of the Wilmington Finance 
Committee told school officials 
they could also apply for an emer- 
gency transfer from the reserve 
fund or obtain funds by raising 
additional revenues. The reserve 
fund, he added, is only for 
unforeseen circumstances and can 
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be used by both school and town 
departments. 

"We were not aware of anything 
like that,” said Tony Accardi. In 
mectings with town officials, that 
was never brought up as an option, 

Kaminski said that there was 
more than $200,000 in free cash. 

In addition, there is $50,000 in 
the reserve fund. The shortfall, to 
date, is $159,189. 

(Editor's note: Town Accountant 
Michael Morris has said that the 
free cash figure has not been 
certified by the state. It cannot be 
appropriated until that is done.) 

Kaminski proposed the two 
options to avoid deep cuts which 
are planned systemwide in such 
areas as textbooks and teaching 
materials, audio visual materials 
and contract services, library 
accounts, guidance materials and 
contract services, and the tutorial 
program and professional develop- 
ment. The package was put together 
by Interim Supt. John Stella, 
central office administrators, and 
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principals and directors. 

Stella told an overflow crowd 
that, for flexibilty, recommended 
cuts total $170,594 instead of 
$159,000. His main criteria in 
cutting different accounts, he said, 
was to preserve the educational 
program and avoid cutting the 
tcaching staff. 

With his recommendations, he 
added, tis goat was met and the 
system "may conceivably squeak by 
in the '89 budget.” 

Though Kaminski accused the 
town manager of being unwilling to 
use the reserve fund, Buzz Stap- 
czynski said that wasn't so. 

“They certainly can go to the 
reserve fund for the maximum 
$50,000," he said, adding that 
anything above that figure that 
involves new growth would require 
an appropriation at town meeting. 

"My stratcgy to the school 
committce is to do what they can on 
a short term basis -to solve the 
problem. I'can't bring the town toa 
halt. I have my own vendors to deal 
with and revenues to collect,” 
Stapezynski told the Town Crier. 
He explained that he couldn't 
comment further until he spoke to 
the interim superintendent. 

A majority of the school board 
agreed to accept Stella's recom- 
mended cuts, contingent upon 
meeting with the town manager and 
the finance committce.

State ruling says manager had 
power to hold buyback check

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
legally had a choice” of holding or 
releasing the $64;000 buyback 
check paid to the former superin 
tendent, Tony Accardi charged at 
last week's mecting of the school 
committee. That view was upheld 
by the state revenue department in a 
September 6 letter to Accardi, the 
former chairman of the school 
commitice. 

Accardi had suffered recent 
criticism for alleged mishandling 
of the whole matter. Three months 
ago, Accardi signed the school 
payroll warrant containing the 
buyback figure without realizing it 
was included. Once he was notified 
of that fact, Accardi said he asked 
the town manager not to release the 
check. Stapezynski chose to ap: 
prove the expenditure because, as 
he told the Town Crier, "every- 
thing I had in front of me was 
perfectly legal” and he couldn't 
hold up the check. Stapczynski 
added any problem was "Tony's 
perceived problem" and he had the 
feeling Accardi was embarrassed 
over his signature on the warrant 

Accardi indicated Wednesday that 
during a conversation with 
Stapezynski fat morning he

Stapezynski admitted he never 
informed sclectmen of Accardi’s 
request. He explained it was not his 
practise to mention such things if 
everything was in order and there 
was a legitimately signed warrant. 
After last’ week's meeting, 
Accardi noted there was only a 
three hour time period during 
which all five selectmen signed for 
the funds. He said he found it 
“amazing” that an entire board 
could be reached in such a short 
time. Stapczynski explained that 
selectmen signed the warrant at a 
meeting that same afternoon. 


12 candidates vie 
for superintendency

A total of 12 candidates, 
including Assistant Supt. Henry 
Dembowski and former West

for Wilmington School Superinten- 
dent. 

Eleven of the candidates were 
culled from a field of approxi- 
matcly 35 and brought forward by 
the New England School Develop- 
ment Council following a nation 
wide search. 

According to DC's Bill 
Mahoney, all of the recommended 
semi-finalists are presently supe- 
rintendents or assistant superinten- 
dents and meet the school 
committee's request that they be 
certified in the state of 
Massachusetts. 

Fay’s name was introduced by 

ct Zukas at 
last weck's board mecting. Zukas 
explained though she voted against 
Fay when he ran for the 
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superintendency in 1981 and 1985, 
she now felt he deserved to be 
“looked at" because of his 
commitment to Wilmington and its 
children, She added, according to 
the state review board, Fay could 
be certified by October or 
November. 

Fellow members were mixed in 
their support. Some complained 
they shouldn't have hired a consul- 
tant if other names could be added 
in the end. 

"Lreally am disappointed that this 
type of movement is being made at 
the last moment," said an angry 
James Demos. He argued that Wil- 
mington needs someone who will 
look at the system from a different 
approach and who has central 
office experience. 

Tony Accardi reminded members 
they originally stated thay would 
like a candidate who's certified, not 
certifiable. Others maintained that 
teacher morale andthe welfare of 
students was a priority and Fay 
could do alot in those areas, 

The board voted three to two to 
allow Fay's name to be added to the 
list. 

Along with Fay and Dembowski, 
the other candidates are Arthur 
Bettencourt,.«Nathan Chesler, 
Richard Dillon, Louis Giantris, 
Kenneth Grew, Richard Hamilton, 
Vahan Khachadoorian, James Leo- 
nard, Suzanne McGee, and John 
Welch.

Wood claimed the school com- 
mittce has never bargained the 
impact of the high school and 
intermediate schodls rcorganiza- 
tion. Under the state labor relations 
law, the committee has an 
obligation to bargain any change in 
the working day. High school 
faculty prep time has becn cut back 
from 84 minutes to 50 minutes per 
day, according to WHS Principal 
Paul Fleming. And an additional 
200 minutes of teaching time has 


been built into the high school 
schedule per week. 

“That's a significant amount of 
time,"Wood maintained in a recent 
interview. He added that though the 
former superintendent agreed to 
bargain the impact of these 
changes, "it just never happened." 

Differences of opinion are also 
evident over the instructional 
period, which went into effect with 
the new high school schedule this 
year. Wood claims the instructional 
period has never been clearly 
defined. He said Fleming was 
supposed to review the change with 
the staff but this was never done, As 
a result, he added, there has been 
confusion surrounding the change. 

"I think it's important to explain 
it if they want this to work. We 
don't know what it is and, one way 
or another, it has to be defined,” 
said Wood. 

Fleming told this paper he sent a 
definition of the instructional 


period to Wood stating that it is . 


intended as a class for "interactive 
learning.” Under this definition, 
teachers could do such things as

Compromise reached in some 
high school policies

Representatives of the Class of 
‘89 met Wilmington High 
School Principal Paul Fleming and 
other parties last Friday to see if 
there was room for change in 
several school policies.

Fleming told the Town Crier in 
an interview Tuesday that he was 
impressed with the way the meeting 
went.

Fleming said he saw no problem 
with adding another minute to the 
current three-minute passing time 
between classes. Students had 
argued that three minutes was not 
long enough. Fleming explained 
that before this change goes into 
effect, he must have feedback from 
his teaching staff. 

Most students had complained 
about the lack of bathrooms kept 
open for student use. Fleming 
agreed to open two more bath- 
rooms in the school, bringing the 
total up to four. However, he 
placed the onus on students to keep 
them in good shape. If any damage 
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occurs as it did in the past, the extra 
bathrooms will be shut down, 
Fleming said. 

"We're watching this very 
carefully. It's very good so far,” he 
added. 

Fleming said he refused to com- 
promise to allow a designated 
smoking area for students 18 or 


older or to change policy regarding 
the senior lounge. 

There is room, however, for 
further discussion over senior pri- 
vileges and the use of a privilege 
card. According to Fleming, he 
will meet with cliss leaders next

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Moving in the right direction

The Wilmington School Committee is trying to get its act 
together. That much is obvious from last week's humdinger of a 
meeting. 

Following a summer of confusion, unexpected disclosures, 
and bad press, Wednesday's meeting was a tuming point of sorts 
as members sought to tie up loose ends and move ahead. In this 
they were aided by Interim Superintendent John Stella, a 
well-respected professional who has done much to bolster 
morale and play up the positive aspects of the Wilmington 
School System, 

Chairman Michael Thomas has taken the reins of office in 
firm hands and already made some headway reducing friction 
between teachers and the board. That's not to say teachers are 
ecstatic about proposed '89 budget cuts, long standing delay in 
settling grievances, and hints they will be asked to "bite the 
bullet" when contract negotiations begin. Far from it. 

But audience members saw an opportunity last week to start 
anew. To put aside differences, even though division still exists 
on the board. To take a tentative step forward to meet all the 
challenges that lie ahead. These include a difficult contract 
negotiation, an important superintendent search, some 
resolution to the budget deficit, an operational audit, busing 
problems, listening to concems over school schedules, and a 
recall that may die a slow death. 

With a little luck, humility, and a lot of fortitude, the 
beleagured school committee will prove equal to the task. 


MBTA vs. North Wilmington 

Wilmington selectmen will be meeting on Tuesday night to 
discuss plans by the Mass. Bay Transportation Authority 
(MBTA) for parking in North Wilmington center. The MBTA 
recently developed a conceptual plan for a new train station in 
North Wilmington. The plan shows parking lots on sites 
presently occupied by several businesses, including North 
Wilmington Shell, J's Food and Deli, Elia's Country Store, 
Ballou Real Estate and the old depot, formerly occupied by the 
Town Crier, 

In other words, the MBTA wants to tear down North 
Wilmington for the sake of a commuter parking lot. 

One of the reasons that the MBTA is looking at North 
Wilmington is to provide parking for an expansion of its 
commuter rail operations. State transportation officials have 
hopes of alleviating traffic problems in Boston, problems which 
will be greatly worsened with the construction of the third 
harbor tunnel and the Central Artery. 

Additionally, officials in the town of Reading have been 
pressuring the T to reduce the level of parking there. Presently, 
some 400 commuters park in Reading every day. 

Looking for the path of least resistance, the T cant up the line 
to North Wilmington, where they found a burned-out railroad 
Station, a grocery store, an empty building (now occupied) anda 
gas station. It is possible to see how someone passing through on 
a train could decide that there was no importance to such a 
group of buildings. 

For residents of North Wilmington, though, there is a great 
dcal,of importance to those buildings. Elia's store is probably 
the oldest business in town, The building was built in 1912 as 
Buck Bros., carrying on a business that began at least 100 years 
ago. The store may be old, but it is functional, and it serves a 
great number of residents of North Wilmington. You could call 
it the key business element of North Wilmington. 

You could say that North Wilmington Shell is “just another gas 
station," as there is little that would distinguish it from any other 
such establishment. But it is time for people to realize that gas 
stations are an clement of the community worth keeping. With 
the increased strength of environmental laws, gas stations are 
becoming an endangered and irreplacable species. Meanwhile, 
people are in no way cutting their dependence on the automo- 
bile. Anyone who experftnced that Iranian oil embargo of 1973 
remembers the lines of cars at gas stations, In the past 15 years, 
Wilmington has lost three gas stations. Losing another station 
would leave the town in poor shape in the event of an oil 
shortage.

Admit it - you think all this talk 
about the greenhouse effect is 
sciéntific trivial pursuit. But is it? 
Evidence seems to be building that 
our wanton disregard for our 
atmosphere over the years has 
adversely effected its fragile 
balance. 


Basically, the so called 
greenhouse effect is caused by gases 
accumulating in the atmosphere and 
acting as a barrier to trap the sun's 
heat. The gases act like the glass in 
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‘The gases that cause the problem 
are carbon dioxide, methane and 
chlorofluorocarbon (CFC). Recent 
increases in these gases have 
resulted in a gradual global 
warming. Skeptics will say that the 
warming is only part of a hot-cold 
weather cycle, 

Carbon dioxide causes about 60 
percent of the greenhouse problem. 
The burning of fossil fuels, such as 
oil and coal, is the major source of 
carbon dioxide, Trees, on the other 
hand, remove carbon dioxide from 
the air. The destruction of forests, 
therefore, results in higher levels 
of carbon dioxide. 

Scientists estimate that the 
average global temperature has 
increased by one and a half degrees 
in the last 100 years, most of which 
has occurred since 1950. That 
doesn't should like much, but it has 
been estimated that this small rise in 
average tcmperature has raised the 
ocean levels by about half a foot. 
Scientists point out that continued 
warming will cause scas and rivers 
to rise further. Can we expect 
Wilmington to have oceanfront 
property? Not likely, but coastal 
areas could be subject to further 
flooding. There could also be subtle

I have received a letter from 
Harry Grossman, attorney at the 
State Department of Revenue. The 
State Department is the highest 
authority regarding municipal 
spending in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.

Frankly speaking

For some ten weeks now the controversy of the $64K 
warrant has focused on the school committce. Last week, 
Tony Accardi attempted to turn the spotlight on the 
selectmen hoping to find some company in the frying pan, 
that has been sizzling since former superintendent Bob 
Horan collected the plump check for sick time and vacation 
time buyback. 

In an interesting revelation, Accardi showed that the 
warrant which approved the $64K check was -- lo and 
behold -- signed by every member of the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen. 

The check, which was for both sick and vacation time that 
Horan had supposedly accrued, caused a justified turmoil in 
this blue collar, bedroom community. As most of us stretch 
out tight budgets to keep cars running and pay the tax bills on 
time, it's a bit hard to swallow one of our public employees 
leaving town with a fat check that exceeds the average 
citizen's gross salary for the next two or three years. 

So for the last few weeks Accardi, the former school 
committee chairman, has been hung out to dry, paying the 
political price for the check, despite the fact that both he and 
the town manager agreed that Accardi demanded payment to 
Horan be retained, and that only teacher salaries be paid 
from this greatly publicized warrant. 

To this demand, town manager Buzz had said, sorry 
Tony, but my hands are tied, I simply have to pay. 

But of late, the manager has reportedly taken exception 
with himself. Tony Accardi says that he recently asked the 
T.M., "Do you still feel that you were legally obligated to 
release the check?" Accardi quotes Buzz as responding, 
"No, I don't fecl that-way now." 

However, in a press interview on Monday the manager 
denied this quote attributed to him by Accardi, and maintains 
that he had to pay Bob Horan. 

And while Tony Accardi ate his crow, even the selectmen 
had to start wondering, "How long before they find out Buzz 
had us sign!?!" 

Until now. 

So, the most substantive question to the selectmen is did, 
and if so when, Buzz inform them that the chairman of the 
school committee formally asked that the $64K check be 
frozen? 

But one can lay the onus on the selectmen only to a certain 
extent. Regardless of how many officials signed this great 
warrant, and chances are the average taxpayer in town 
would have refused to sign for a $64K prize without closer 
examination, a legitimate observation would be that the 
former superintendent's contract was much too liberal. 

New contracts with municipal employees who eam high 
salaries should avoid sick and vacation time buyback. If 
you're healthy, no one owes you money. If you freely 
decide not to use your vacation time, that too is your choice. 
Ironically, Bob Horan is finally taking his vacation, 
perhaps somewhere on a sunny island well south of here 
(Connecticut?). And while the flavor of local politics has 
been made all the more spicy, thanks to the $64K check 
controversy, the bottom line is that the school committee, 
with the exception of one member (Jim Demos), voted to 
“approve Horan's contract. 

‘One thing that everyone seems to agree on is scrutinizing 
y the Horan contract to see if the former superintendent had 
»been overpaid by the town. 

If there is a legal method to bring some of that money

Following a summer of confusion, unexpected disclosures, 
and bad press, Wednesday's meeting was a turning point of sorts 
as members sought to tie up loose ends and move ahead.

MBTA vs. North Wilmington 

Wilmington selectmen will be meeting on Tuesday night to 
discuss plans by the Mass. Bay Transportation Authority 
(MBTA) for parking in North Wilmington center. The MBTA 
recently developed a conceptual plan for a new train station in _ 
North Wilmington. The plan shows parking lots on sites 
presently occupied by several businesses, including North 
Wilmington Shell, J's Food and Deli, Elia's Country Store, 
Ballou Real Estate and the old depot, formerly occupied by the 
Town Crier. 

In other words, the MBTA wants to tear down North 
Wilmington for the sake of a commuter parking lot. 

One of the reasons that the MBTA is looking at North 
Wilmington is to provide parking for an expansion of its 
commuter rail operations. State transportation officials have 
hopes of alleviating traffic problems in Boston, problems which 
will be greatly worsened with the construction of the third 
harbor tunnel and the Central Artery.

Admit it - you think all this talk 
about the greenhouse effect is 
scientific trivial pursuit. But is it? 
Evidence seems to be building that 
our wanton disregard for our 
atmosphere over the years has 
adversely effected its fragile 
balance.

‘effect is caused by gases 
accumulating in the atmosphere and 
acting as a barrier to trap the sun's 
heat. The gases act like the glass in 


@ greenhouse. 

‘The gases that cause the problem 
are carbon dioxide, methane and 
chlorofluorocarbon (CFC). Recent 
increases in these gases have 
resulted in a gradual global 
warming. Skeptics will say that the 
warming is only part of a hot-cold 
weather cycle, 

Carbon dioxide causes about 60 
percent of the greenhouse problem. 
The burning of fossil fuels, such as 
oil and coal, is the major source of 
carbon dioxide, Trees, on the other 
hand, remove carbon dioxide from 
the air, The destruction of forests, 
therefore, resulis in higher levels 
of carbon dioxide. 

Scientists estimate that the 
average global temperature has 
increased by one and a half degrees 
in the last 100 years, most of which 
has occurred since 1950.

It had 
previously been banned as a 
propellant in acrosol cans. 

Are we doomed to life in a 
greenhouse? 

Solutions do exist to reduce the 
greenhouse effect. The problem 
will not be solved on a local level, 
however. A global commitment 
over many years is required. The 
warming trend can be slowed by a 
reduction in the use of fossil fucls, 
renewed emphasis on energy 
conservation, more use of nuclear 
power and reforestation. 

Recent events have raised 
everyone's awarcness of the 
problem. The summer of 1988 
may have been a wake-up call from 
Mother Nature. Are we listening? 


General Laws Ch. 72, Sec. 4, pg 
1160 Policies and Bylaws of the 
Wilmington Public Schools. 

In the above mentioned bylaws it 
stated in the "Responsibilities of the 
School Committce" that members 
had the responsibility for listening 
to comments and suggestions from 
the residents of the school district. 

Further that comments affecting 
policy will be routed through 
regular channels to the committee 
mecting agenda for consideration 
by the commitice as a whole. And 
unless so authorized by the 
committce, no committee member 
individually will speak for, or in 
the name of, the total committee 
unless directed to do so by the 
committee, 

Therefore, the wording for the 
“recall” "Neglecting to conform as 
a committee and communicate with 
other members of the school 
committee, and the general public. 
Resulting in deficit spending and 
the loss of public trust and 
confidence.” 

Anyone attending the school 
committee meetings in the past year 
will be quick to agree that too little 
communication with the public and 
too much back biting and politics 
were the norm on this committee. 

May I take this opportunity to 
apoligize to you and your father for 
the personal comments I made, and 
published in another newspaper. 

However, I still like facts rather 
than "fairy tales.”

Frankly speaking

For some ten weeks now the controversy of the $64K 
warrant has focused on the school committee. Last week, 
Tony Accardi attempted to turn the spotlight on the 
selectmen hoping to find some company in the frying pan, 
that has been sizzling since former superintendent Bob 
Horan collected the plump check for sick time and vacation 
time buyback. z me 

In an interesting revelation, Accardi showed that the 
warrant which approved the $64K check was -- lo and 
behold — signed by every member of the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen. ‘ 

The check, which was for both sick and vacation time that 
Horan had supposedly accrued, caused a justified turmoil in 
this blue collar, bedroom community. As most of us stretch 
out tight budgets to keep cars running and pay the tax bills on 
time, it's a bit hard to swallow one of our public employees 
leaving town with a fat check that exceeds the average 
citizen's gross salary for the next two or three years. 

So for the last few weeks Accardi, the former school 
committee chairman, has been hung out to dry, paying the 
political price for the check, despite the fact that both he and 
the town manager agreed that Accardi demanded payment to 
Horan be retained, and that only teacher salaries be paid 
from this greatly publicized warrant. 

To this demand, town manager Buzz had said, sorry 
Tony, but my hands are tied, I simply have to pay. 

But of late, the manager has reportedly taken exception 
with himself. Tony Accardi says that he recently asked the 
T.M., "Do you still feel that you were legally obligated to 
release the check?" Accardi quotes Buzz as responding, 
"No, I don't fecl that‘way now." 

However, in a press interview on Monday the manager 
denied this quote attributed to him by Accardi, and maintains 
that he had to pay Bob Horan. 

And while Tony Accardi ate his crow, even the selectmen 
had to start wondering, "How long before they find out Buzz 
had us sign!?!" 

Until now. 

So, the most substantive question to the selectmen is did, 
and if so when, Buzz inform them that the chairman of the 
school committee formally asked that the $64K check be 
frozen? 

But one can lay the onus on the selectmen only to a certain 
extent. Regardless of how many officials signed this great 
warrant, and chances are the average taxpayer in town 
would have refused to sign for a $64K prize without closer 
examination, a legitimate observation would be that the 
former superintendent's contract was much too liberal. 

New contracts with municipal employees who eam high 
salarics should avoid sick and vacation time buyback. If 
you're healthy, no one owes you money. If you freely 
decide not to use your vacation time, that too is your choice. 

Ironically, Bob Horan is finally taking his vacation, 
perhaps somewhere on a sunny island well south of here 
(Connecticut?). And while the flavor of local politics has 
been made all the more spicy, thanks to the $64K check 
controversy, the bottom line is that the school committee, 
with the exception of one member (Jim Demos), voted to 
approve Horan's contract. 

One thing that everyone seems to agree on is scrutinizing 
the Horan contract to see if the former superintendent had 
been overpaid by the town, 

If there is a legal method to bring some of that money 
back to Wilmington, it would be worthwhile for all parties 
concemed to unite behind that effort.

The trucks are still running on 
Salem Steet, and Tony Capuano is 
still working relenuessly to stop 
them, pressing town officials in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury for 
Prompt action. He initiated the 
drive four months ago. 

Tewksbury selectmen voted 
T uesday night to form a sub-com- 
mittee to study an exclusion, 
particularly in regards to enforce- 
ment, Tewksbury officials are 
willing to work on an exclusion for 
Salem Road, but only if a truck 
exclusion is also approved for 
Shawshcen, East and Vale streets. 

Meanwhile, Wilmington has been 
working on a request to send to the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Works. Jim 
Stewart, chairman of the Wilming- 
ton Board of Selecumen, said that 
the request was completed last 
week. 

Any truck exclusion ona street 
going between two towns must be 
approved by the state D.P.W. One 
key clement in any request is an 
alternate route. The route proposed 
in this case is Route 93 to 495 to 38. 

Capuano has gone door to door 
along Salem Street and neighboring 
roads in Wilmington and Tewksbu- 
ry, collecting signatures on peti- 
tions, He has talked to local and 
slate officials, keeping notes on 
everything said, and copies of 
everything written, When he is told 
one story in one place, and another 
story somewhere else, he pursues 
the matter to find out what's going 
on, He has accused Wilmington 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
of lying in regards to Tewksbury's 
willingness to cooperate. He is 
openly critical of Wilmington 
officials for their handling of the 
matter, Claiming he has been told 
that "the people who run this town 
don't want this." 

Yet at the same time, Capuano 
said he has no problem with Wil- 
mington Chief of Police Bobby 
Stewart, who opposes the ban for 
the effect it would have on other 
roads, Capuano praised Chief Ste- 
wart for being “up front’ with him. 
Capuano has submitted for 
publication two letters, one which 
he received from the Mass. 
D.P.W., and one which he wrote 
and had 84 other people sign along 
with him, They are printed as 
follows:

Tech receives grant for 
computer lab

A basic skills computer lab may 
soon become a reality at- the 
Shawsheen Tech judging form the 
school board's unanimous vote last 
weck to enter into @ contract with 
the Merrimack Educational Center 
to design and set one up. The lab 
would contain 24 new Apple IIE 
computers, four image writer 
Printers, and six extra computers 
for teachers’ work areas. 

According to committeeman 
Kevin Sowyrda, the $83,225 cost is 
expected to be borne partially by 
the federal government, the state, 
and the Tech. Monies have been set 
aside in the school budget for the 
lab, said Sowyrda. He added that 
the school has already been 
awarded a Perkins Act Grant of 
$36,835 from the federal govern- 
ment. It is anticipated that $25,000

‘Black House' was home of 
George Washington Ford 


During the month of September 
the Town Crier published a story 
about the home of "Madam" Eames 
of North Wilmington. That home 
stood, and still stands, on Middlesex 
Avenue in North Wilmington. 

Before the home was built 
another home was on the site. It was 
not in the same position, but rather 
“on the lawn," easterly and 
northerly of the Madam Eames 
home. The late Rodney Buck 
described it as "the black house.” 
The clapboards, it seems, had not 
been painted for a century or so, 
and the wood had turned black. 

Tt was said that the home had been 
that of George Washington Ford, 
who had been an officer in the 
Wilmington Company of Militia, 
after the American Revolution. 

His father, Cadwallader Ford, 
was the captain of the Wilmington 
Minutemen, on their march to 
Concord, April 18-19, 1775. Ford 
served in more than a few ways 
during the Revolution. 

Capt. Ford, a year after Concord 
Day, on May 23, 1776 marricd 
Elizabeth Morrill, daughter of the 
Rev. Issac Morrill. The Rev. Mr. 
Morrill was the clergyman who 
preached fiery sermons against the 
French during the French and 
Indian wars, and equally ficry 
sermons against King George and 
his minions during the Revolution. 
It was he, as a clergyman who was 
asked to dedicate the battle ground 
at Lexington five years after that 
hattle.

Capt. George W. Ford married 
Sarah Thompson on January 7, 
1810. She was the daughter of 
Deacon Benjamin Thompson who 
was the son of Deacon James 
(cams) Thompson and Abigail 
Butters. Benjamin was probably 
born in the house by the Tewksbury 
line, and, before he died, owned the 
home which is at the “top” of

Harnden Street in Wilmington. 

Capt. Ford and Sarah Ford were 
living in Charlestown a year after 
their marriage. There was a baby 
daughter who died, and Sarah died 
also. There is no further record of 
Capt. Ford. 

The Ford family records say that 
Capt. Ford built a home, about half 
a mile southerly of his father's 
home. That, could be one of two 
buildings. 


(1) The “Black House." 2. The 
home which was built on Middlesex 
Avenue at about the end of High 
Street, where the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Emest Wallent is today. 

About 1880 the home on that site 
was owned by a Blanchard, which 
fact helps to confuse the situation. 

If the late Rodney Buck (who 
lived across the strect) had not told 
the writer of the “black house" 
there would be no mystery. 


Fire Chief tells board 
of violations, seepage

Fire Chief Tom Ryan told select- 
men this week that his department 
is investigating a serious problem 
on Main Strect at the Lowell- 
Tewksbury line. 

After alleged fire code violations 
were discovered at Frank's Texaco 
at the town line, Ryan said, the 
service station was ordered not to 
sell any gasoline until the situation 
is corrected. 

Ryan said that a leak was detected 
in a pipe, but it was never reported 
to the either fire department or the 
state Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE), for 
‘one alleged violation. 

No permit was taken out to repair 
the leaking pipe, Ryan said, which 
is another violation. 

Ryan also told sclectmen that the 
Texaco station may be in violation 
of its town license to store gasoline. 
The station is permitted to store gas 
in three tanks of 8,000 gallons each, 
and diesel fuel in a 10,000 gallon 
tank, according to the fire chief. 

He said that diesel is instead being 
storéd in one of the 8,000. gallon 
tanks, while the 10,000 gallon tank 


is being used for gasoline, which 
was not stated on the license, Ryan 
said. The station was stopped from 
selling fuel on August 25, he said, 

But an additional problem in the 
area could be much more expensive 
and far reaching. 

Ryan said that petroleum is now 
contaminating the soil in the area, 
but he said no firm source has yet 
been identified. Letters of warning 
will be sent to the Texaco station, 
the Mobil station (formerly, owned 
by Amoco) opposite Texaco on 
Main Street, Bournival Chrysler in 
Lowell, the state DPW garage on 
Clark Road, and New England 
Telephone, since the company has a 
phone line casement nearby under 
Main Street. 

“One of them is the source of the 
contamination,” Ryan said, 

The soil contamination was first 
discovered in 1979, Ryan said, but 
the level of actual contamination is 
unsteady. Vapor levels in a nearby 
NET manhole have risen and fallen 
over a period of months, and Ryan 
said groundwater levels are thought 
to be responsible for the fluctuation 
in gasoline vapors.

Blood donors needed 


The American Red Cross is 
ling to eligible members 

the community to donate 
blood as soon as possible to 
alleviate a very serious shor- 


tage. 

According to Mark A. 
Popovsky, M.D., Medical 
Director of the American Red 
Cross Blood Services — Nor- 
theast Region, “The blood 
supply in our region, which 
serves all of Massachusetts and 


Maine, has been at or-below a- 


critical level for several mon- 
ths. At this time the demand for 
blood to treat hospital patients is 
high and cannot be met unless 
the public comes forward.” 

Popovsky stressed, “Blood 
can only come from people — it 
cannot be manufactured. It is 
easy to take the blood supply for 
granted, but those who have 
needed blood ‘at one time or 
another know just how precious 
that resource is.”” 

“We are calling upon those 
who donate blood on a regular 
basis, and those who have never 
donated blood before, to call the 
Red Cross and schedule a 
donation appointment this 
week,’ said “Popovsky. He 
continued, “While all blood 


types are in short supply, there 
is a particualr need for group O 
blood, as this is the type most 
commonly transfused in an 
emergency situation.” 

Popovsky attributed the 
shortage of blood to unusually 
Jow blood collections during the 
summer. “The intense heat this 
summer kept people from 
giving blood, which added to the 
problems the American Red 
Cross has recruiting donors 
during the summertime,” ; 
Popovsky explained. “We re 
going into the fall season with a 
Severe deficit of blood, which 
can only be eliminated by a 
large turnout of donors during 
the next week.” 

To be eligible to donate blood 
one must be in good health; at 
least 18 years old (17 with a 
signed American Red Cross

Infant Death Syndrome) 
Awareness Month in Massa- 
chusetts. Governor Michael 
Dukakis, by his recent proclam- 
ations, has added the Common- 
wealth’s support to the national 
awareness effort. 

Sudden Infant Death Syn- 
drome, also known as crib 
death, is responsible for the 
deaths of 7,000 — 10,000 ap- 
parently healthy infants per 
year in the United States. It is 
the leading single cause of death 
among children ages one week 
to one year. 

SIDS is a medical 
phenomenon of unknown cause, 
that brings shock, grief, and 
guilt to victim families who 
often blame themselves for the 
death. » 

These families need support 
and understanding. They are 
helped by the Massachusetts 
Center for Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome. The Center, 


established in 1975, is located at 
Boston City Hospital. It is a 
cooperative program of BCH 
and Children’s Hospital and 
supported by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. 

The Center provides 
statewide, 24-hour on-call 
service that includes family 
counseling at the time of death 
and in follow-up contacts, 
referrals to other supportive 
services, and information 
services. 

The SIDS Center also 
arranges for autopsies to be 
performed at no charge, at 
Children’s Hospital, and in- 
terprets the results for families. 

In addition, the SIDS Center 
conducts seminars, in-service 
training, and conferences on 
SIDS and its implications for 
other professionals.

A. One possible cause may be 
inaccurate measurement. 
Measure liquids in a cup with 
tim above the cup mark. Read 
the measurement at eye level. 
Use nested measuring cups, the 
kind that fit snugly together, for 
flour and sugar. Fill to over- 
flowing and level off with a 
straight-edged spatula. 

A second consideration is to 
bake your breads in the pan size 
recommended. Too small a pan 
makes the batter deeper, 
requiring longer baking. 

Finally, your bread may be 
underbaking due to unreliable 
oven temperature. Check this 
with an overr thermometer or 
ask the utility company to check 
it.

A. Brown or wild rice may be 
stored for six months at room 
temperature. White rice keeps 
at room temperature for a year.
